With 
summe w stretching out seductively before us it seems to 
me an admirable idea to think seriouslv of taking the dining 
room outside -of considering the garden as a dining room as 
well as the terrace or the patio. An attractive way of keeping 


one's cool, a garden dining room may be a pretty, permanent 
arrangement or a now-and-then mise en scene. 

Lor a lasting background. here the tried and true 
Mediterranean pergola. No need for it to be an elaborate con- 
struction but it does help set the scene and provide dappled 
protection against the sun. Brick pillars. cedar posts, old wood 
pillars salvaged from a housewrecking concern may be set in 
Ihe round to mark eut ache ares and rooted with flexible 
bamboo or thin wood lath awnings such as are used by com- 
mercial nurseries. to be adjusted to fit the need. Although 
gravel underfoot is usual, Astro-turf makes a pleasantly natu- 
ral looking carpet.

The facts 
from expert 
Dr Mary E. Purchase 


Dr. Purchase is associate professor of design and 
environmental analvsis at the New York State 
College of Human Ecology, Cornell University. A 
graduate of Eastern Michigan University, Miss 
Purchase eamed an M.A. in chemistry at Cornell 
ae a PAD av entries A build equip 
ment from lowa State. Her doctoral thesis con- 
cemed a recondite but vital point about the 
behavior of laundry detergents, and she is the 
author of Phosphates and Detergents in Water 
Pollution (recently published as Cornell Informa- 
tion Bulletin Number 12). "Ive been working 
with detergents for twentv-one vears," she con- 
fides, ^but I've never been so popular before." 

Dr. Pease: paste tr Lars we lave ong terms 
straight, what exactlv is a detergent? 

A. A detergent is anv preparation that cleans— 
including soap, which, as vou probably know, is 
made largelv from animal fat. When the modern 
“test tube” detergents first came on the market 
just before World War II, we were verv careful 
to call them “synthetic” detergents. We even 
coined a contraction—"svndets"—but it never 
really caught on and somewhere along the line the 
“synthetic” got dropped. So today even profes- 
sionals use "detergent" for anv household cleaner 
that is not soap. 

Q. We understand that phosphates to soften the 
water are the largest single ingredient in deter- 
gents. What is the case against them? 

LS Phosplisti m % 
necessarv to plant life. When phosphorus and 
other nutrients accumulate in slow-moving water, 
it is fertilized, a process called eutrophication. 
which is natural and normal until it is speeded up 
by man-made wastes and we have too much, too 
soon. Algae grow well in the fertilized water, but 
after thev die thev mav wash ashore, decay, and 
smell. Or thev mav sink to the bottom and in de- 
caving use up oxvgen needed bv the fish. So the

is no place for them to biodegrade. 


What ean we do about it? Phe first answer 
is uu ld hashroned one: Waste not; Phe old joke 
that started “My grandmother saved string . . .” 


no longer seems funny. So the first positive step 
wee can take toward ai mipioved kitchen ecologa 
is to face up to our consumption habits. Without 
putting on hair shirts or turning back the clock 
to the davs of sketchy hygiene, we should all train 
ourselves never to use more of anvthing than we 
really need—and to invent second uses for any- 
thing too good to throw away. 

“Too good to throw away”—that is the new 
thinking behind the current campaign to stop 
waste on a national scale and reduce our mount- 
ing trash. It is a complex program involving scores 
of interests and industries, but even eight-vear- 
olds Know the nie the came is reeveling. And 
it starts in vour kitchen. You separate the mate- 
rials that can be reused from those that can't, and 
you turn over the former to a collector (anyone 
from a Boy Scout to a scrap dealer) who sells 
them to a manufacturer who shreds or melts or 


crushes them into a basic ingredient for a new 
product. To make the system work, vou will have 
to take on isse chores that iav be new to von. 


One is to keep your trash somewhat cleaner than 
vou mav have thought necessarv before. The 
other is to classify it and keep each class pure

In a 
recyclers’ paradise, vour trash bins might be 
labeled.

"Herbs are the secret of cooking. 
Fresh rosemary is my favorite, 
a sturdy plant that is easy to grow— 
but dried, it is negative. 
"Never cook pastry for more than 
one meal and cook it at the 
last minute. When we make apple pie, 
it is put in the oven at noon, to serve 
at one, warm and crusty; by four, the 
same pie is soggy, finished. 
"A judicious use of lemon 
will enhance the flavor of most 
sauces. And a dash of lemon will 
improve any salad dressing. 
"Use your imagination even 
with potatoes; purée potatoes with 
white turnips (take 2 or 3 turnips, 
boiled and cut in pieces, add to purée 
with salt, cream, butter), or add 
knob celery to mashed potatoes. 
"When poaching a chicken, rub 
it with lemon first to keep skin white. 
"Avoid repetition in a menu. If 
you have a pea soup to start 
with, don't serve a purée of peas; 
don't repeat colors, or starches. 
“To keep copper pans clean 
and shining, we use a mixture of 
lemon, flour, vinegar, and salt."

Dr. Charles Glen King, eminent bio- 
ekami and nutritionist, is past presi- 
dent of the International Union of 
Nutritional Sciences, an adviser to 
the World Health Organization of the 
United Nations, past president of the 
Nutrition Foundation, and a member 
of the National Academy of Sciences. 
Together with graduate students at 
the University of Pittsburgh, he iso- 
lated vitamin C in 1932. M the Insti 
tute of Human Nutrition, Columbia 
University, he is Professor Emeritus 
and Special Lecturer. 


Do we need tood supple- 
ments like brewer's yeast, 
tigers milk, wheat germ 
vil, serenity cocktail, black 
molasses, to keep well? 
The problem with all these 
things is that thev take on 
line elle Trpo] 
ji comes when vou believe 
that one of them is going to solve all 
your health problems. For example., 
one of the biggest corporation presi- 
dents in New York came to the con 
clusion that bv eating wheat germ for 
breakfast every morning he was well 
fed for the rest of the day. All these 
products may do something to assist 
three meals a dav, but reasonably 
well-selected meals will provide all 
essential vitamins and noperab and 
more, too, and probably in better 
ratio or balance than in faddish type 
products. This is the part that is 
widely misunderstood. 
Q. What about supplementary vita- 
min and mineral pills? 
A. Prepared, capsulized material— 
and there's no significant difterence 
between so-called natural and syn- 


thetic vitamins or minerals—will not 
take the place of an intelligent selec- 
tion of foods, which vou can buv at 
lower prices in the supermarket. One 
tablet a day may give a safetv factor 
if the diet is not adequate. The prob- 
lem is, most people wouldn't know 
which vitamins or minerals or pro- 
teins or fats are deficient in their diet. 
so thev wouldn't know which to take. 


Fantastic doses of 
vitamins do not balance other 


deficiencies. What you actually do is 
throw the total vatum mtake out of 
balance. Each person needs a bal- 
anced intake of about 45 different nu-

A. Excessive quantities will clog the

called NTA. But that's already 
out of the picture. Late last vear 
the United States Public Health 
Service expressed some qualms 
about the long-term effects of 
using NTA on such à massive 
scale. So the detergent makers 
who were experimenting with it 
in their products agreed to aban- 
don it until or unless further 
study proved it safe. 

Q. Have any other substitutes for 
phosphates been tried? 

A. Yes 
They do some of the jobs of the 
phosphates but they're much less 
effective in softening water and 
suspending soil. Also, detergents 
containing a high percentage of 
silicate are highly alkaline. They 


have to be used with cue and 


carbonates and silicates. 


stored out of children’s reach. 
Q. Would it help any just to cut 
down the percentage of phos- 
phates in detergents? 

A. Theoretically, it might. But if 
only slightly less phosphate is 
present the cleaning power can 
be reduced considerably. And 1 
suspect that the average house 
wife gauges the amount of deter- 
gent she should use by what it 
does for her clothes. HH they dart 
seem very clean on the first try, 
she uses more the next time, auto 
matically increasing the amount 
of phosphates. After all, it’s not 
the percentage of phosphates in 
the box that counts, but the ac- 
tual amount that goes into the 
washing machine and ultimately 
out me the waste water. 

Q. But already some phosphate- 
free detergents have come out. 
What do thev substitute? 

A. Unfortunately, the manufac- 
turers of these new products have 
a greal deal to say about what is 
not in the box, but tell von al 
most nothing about what iv. Se 
you just have to try out each new 
detergent as it comes along and 
see how it works with von Wile 
ter, your clothes, your washing 
machine. 

Q. What's wrong with going back 
to soap? 

A. Not a thing—as long as you 
have soft water. Soaps do a good 
job of cleaning. They provide 
some of their own alkalinity and 
are reasonably good at suspend- 
ing soil. But in hard water, which 
you ll find in about two-thirds of 
the households in the U.S., soaps 
form soap curd, which is a nui- 
sance, often impossible, to get 
out of the clothes. 

Q. But there is a way of making 
hard water soft, isn’t there? 

A. Yes. The most convenient way

But some of them— 
not all are sers Jew dn phos 
phates, The purposes for which 
thes are nsed just dont demand 
the functions that phosphates are 
designed to fill. 
Q. If phosphate detergents are 
banned, will dishwashers and 
washing machines become obso- 
lete? 
A. Our dishwashers might, since 
current models cannot tolerate 
the amount of suds produced bv 
soap. But eventually, the ap- 
pliance industry and the deter- 
gent industrv would probablv get 
together and come up with solu 
tions. That's what thev did after 
World War II when synthetic de- 
tergents first became popular. 
Q. Some of our readers have 
asked us about those lists show- 
ing the percentages of phos- 
phates in the detergen iow 
on the market.

They don't 
know. In a really good Chinese 
restaurant, relatively little.

But in the 
amounts that people use at home 
in cooking to add flavor or bring 
out the flavor, there should be 
no danger. Of course MSG has 
sodium in it so people on salt 
free diets should restrict its use 
just as thev restrict their use of 
salt.

Now in 
certain species, birds for exam- 
ple, it seems quite clear that 
DDT is injurious and it seems 
(1 don't sav it is absolutely true) 
that is the reason why certain 
bird species are becoming less 
common. DDT is involved in cal- 
cium metabolism, the building

Q. Is there any way a consumer

N contain DDT? 

A. No. Not by himself. But the 
federal regulations for DDT res- 
idues are quite strict, and any 
product that can concenablv be 
shipped in interstate commerce 
is monitored carefullv. The FDA 
has established certain tolerance 
levels. When those are exceeded, 
the food is rejected for interstate 
shipment. And when that begins 
to happen, the growers begin to 
shift their methods. They decide 
they don't need DDT quite as 
inuch. Even their not needing it 
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as much is born of their having 
used it so much in the past But 
because the danger is recognized. 
the development of other insecti- 
cides is going in a direction that

HOW OFTEN TO MOW is a question that seems to bother a good many people who care about their 
lawns. Like most simple questions this one has a simple answer: Mow as often as necessary to keep the 
grass short. Sticking to a strict once- or twice-a-week schedule can mean wasted effort in dry weather 
when the grass is growing slowly. And it can mean overlong clippings and hard mowing when the grass 
is at its most vigorous. Safest rule to follow is the one that says no more than one-third of the height of 
the grass should be removed at a cutting. If your mower is set to cut at 2 inches, mow as soon as the 
grass gets to be 22% inches high. This can mean as often as three times a week or as seldom as once a 


month, depending on growing conditions. If the grass has gotten the jump on you and exceeded the |

one-third limit, set the mower higher, then lower it gradually for subsequent cuttings.

Rugola, 
sometimes called arugula. rugula. or rucola. is used in the same way as cress, in salads or as 
a garnish. Cilantro leaves are chopped into sauces for a Chinese or Spanish flavor, or used 
sparingly as a pungent addition to salads. Both are sold by specialty grocers, but if you want 
to grow your own, you'll get nothing but blank stares when you ask for seeds or growing 
plants of either. The reason for this is simply a confusion of names. Rugola seed is avail- 
able everswhere under its French name. roquette. Cilantro is simply the Spanish name for 
coriander, whose seeds are so familiar as a spice. Botanically, rugola is Brassica eruca and 
cilantro is Coriandrum sativum.
